3 Flood Ravages Valley Section 
of Kansas City 


Low-lying districts of Kansas City, Mo., 
were flooded Sept. 7 from the effects of a 12-hr 
| record rainfall aggregating 7.04 in. The dis- 
aster cost three lives and involved a loss of 
1,000,000, according to special advices to the 

gineering Record. 

The downpour, which was in the nature of 
| a series of thundershowers confined within a 
50-mi. radius, began shortly before midnight 
| and continued until eleven o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Turkey Creek Valley experienced the 
- worst damage. At 9.30 a. m. this drainage 
stream, which has a dry-weather flow of 2 
or 8 sec.-ft., was 15 ft. out of its banks, carry- 
ing away buildings and causing washouts. 
_ When the flood at this and other streams had 
| subsided at 4 p. m. a census showed that be- 
sides the lives lost, nearly 100 houses were 
' carried away or made unfit for living pur- 
| poses, as well as large losses of hogs and 
| cattle. 
eee lt had been proposed for a number of years 
| to protect the damaged districts by damming 
' Turkey Creek and diverting it through Grey- 
| stone Heights into Kansas River, and this last 

storm has no doubt emphasized the necessity 

of these protective measures.

Effect of Holding Up River and 
Harbor Bill 


As was to be expected, protests are being 
heard from various sections of the country 
regarding the holding up of river and harbor 
appropriations. In many places funds are 
exhausted and work has ceased. As a result 
Congressmen are receiving protests from their 
constituents. Consequently great pressure is 
being brought to bear upon the Senate for 
consideration of the measure. Thus far Sen- 
ator Burton and those who stand with him 
in their opposition to the present measure 
have not yielded in their determination to 
resist the passage of the measure in its present 
form. 


To Sell Surface of Oklahoma Coal 


and Asphalt Lands 


Under the provisions of the Acts of Con- 
gress of Feb. 19, 1912, and Aug. 24, 1912, the 
Government is about to sell the surface of the 
segregated coal and. asphalt lands in Okla- 
homa belonging to the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
Indian nations. In a few instances, however, 
rights to these deposits will be included. Cato 
Sells, Federal Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, has supplied the information given in 
this note. 

Approximately 375,000 acres will be offered 
for sale in tracts of various sizes at certain 
railroad points in the State from Nov. 16 to 
Dec. 2, 1914. The tracts will be offered for 
sale at public auction at not less than the ap- 
praisement fixed thereupon by the Government 
appraisers. No person will be permitted to 
purchase exceeding 160 acres of agricultural 
or 640 acres of grazing land. The terms of 
sale will be 25 per cent cash, 25 per cent with- 
in one year, and the balance within two years, 
with 5 per cent interest from date of sale. 
The improvements on the lands are to be sold 
with the surface at their appraised value and 
must be paid for in full at the time of sale. 
The coal and asphalt underlying the lands are 
not to be sold with the surface except in cer- 
tain tracts within the unleased area where the 
Secretary of the Interior has so authorized. 

Descriptive circulars are being prepared for 
the information of prospective bidders, copies 
of which and of the regulations governing the 
sales, as well as full information concerning 
terms, times and places of sale, may be ob- 
tained after Sept. 15 from the Superintendent 
for the Five Civilized Tribes, Muskogee, Ok- 
Jahoma. 


New York Central Merger Injunc- 


tion Denied 
The preliminary injunction sought by 
minority stockholders of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway against the pro- 
posed New York Central merger was denied 


Sept. 8 in the Federal District Court at New 


York. While the court considered the evil con- 
sequences “too conjectural to justify the inter- 
position of the court to stay the consolidation, 
at least at this stage of the proceedings,” it 
leaves the plaintiffs free to “seek redress in the 
interim, if entitled to any on this line, through 
the United States in a suit brought by it, or 
upon final hearing of this cause.” 


Union Station at Spokane to Be 
Opened September 15 


-Train service to and from the new Union 
Station at Spokane, Wash., is to be inaugu- 
rated Sept. 15. An orchestra, floral decora- 
tions and an exhibition train will contribute 
to the occasion, and souvenirs are to be given 
to the women visitors.

Hearings on Colorado-W yom- 
- ing Water-Right Case 
Terminated 


After a hearing lasting nearly two years be- 
fore a special master in chancery the work 
of taking testimony in the Colorado-Wyoming 
controversy over the right of the former State 
to divert the waters of the Laramie River has 
closed. The preparation of the testimony for 
submission to the United States Supreme Court 
is now under way. The record in the case com- 
prises 15,000 pages. 

The suit was brought by the State of Wy- 
oming to prevent Colorado from diverting 
water for the Laramie Poudre and Greeley 
Poudre irrigation systems from the Laramie 
River. The river rises in Colorado but runs 
partly through Wyoming. The latter State in- 
sists that Colorado has no right to divert the 
waters above the point where it enters Wyom- 
ing, asserting that Wyoming citizens are de- 
prived of, the benefits rightly due them. 


Port of San Francisco Now Con- 
sidered Self-Supporting 


Of the $9,000,000 bond issue authorized at 
San Francisco some time ago for municipal 
waterfront improvements $6,500,000 has been 
spent and $1,500,000 will be spent in the next 
eighteen months, leaving a balance of $1,000,- 
000 on hand. Barring unexpectedly rapid 
development of the commerce of the port, the 
income of the port is expected to provide for 
the improvements needed in the future. 


Merchant Vessels Seek Federal 
Registry 


Applications have been filed by the United 
Fruit Company and the United States Steel 
Products Company for American registry for 
a number of their ships. The fruit company 
wishes to transfer twenty-five vessels plying 
between this country and the West Indies and 
South America. The United States Steel Prod- 
ucts Company seeks American registry for nine 
bottoms formerly registered under the British - 
flag. 


Chicago Union Station Delayed 


Owing to the practical impossibility of 
financing the construction of the. $65,000,000 
Union Station project in Chicago, the direc- 
tors have asked the City Council to give them 
more time to accept the ordinance passed 
March 23, which carried with it a payment 
to the city of $900,000 for streets, bridges 
and miscellaneous concessions. While a delay 
of one year from Sept. 23, the date set for 
acceptance, is asked, the officials express the 
hope that :the financial situation will clear 
sufficiently to allow them to begin operations 
at an earlier date. 


PublicfHearing on Pollution of In- 
ternational Boundary Waters 


Matters relating to the disposal of sewage 
from cities along the Niagara frontier will be 
discussed before the International Joint Com- 
mission at a public hearing in Buffalo Sept. 26. 
Local mayors are invited to appoint repre- 
sentatives, who will present plans at the hear- 
ing for sewage disposal or treatment that 
would in their opinion adequately meet the re- 
quirements of the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, eliminating the pol- 
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lution of the boundary streams between this 
country and Canada. 

The joint commission, which in addition 
has been investigating the pollution of water 
supplies from the Detroit River, will meet in 
Detroit Sept. 29. Mayor Marx received word 
of the meeting yesterday, and was urged to 
have experts engaged for that date to work in 
conjunction with the commission. 3 


Engineers and Contractors Cele- 
brate with a ‘Sky’ Dance 


Marking the final stages in the construction 
of the Martin’s Creek Viaduct, one of the 
tremendous reinforced-concrete structures on 
the new Clarks Summit-Halsted revision of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
road, the F. M. Talbot Company, contractor 
for the work, and the engineers of the rail- 
road company gave a dance on the finished 
portion of the floor of the structure on Thurs- 
day evening, Sept. 3. Elaborate preparations 
were made for the event. Part of the con- 
crete floor had been covered with planking, 
and that in turn with canvas. Light rein- 
forcement rods, bent to the form of arches, 
were placed along the sides, where the railings 
are eventually to go, and formed supports for 
incandescent bulbs inclosed in Japanese lan- 
terns. Evergreen boughs ¢ut from the ad- 
joining hillside concealed the unfinished por- 
tions of the work and turned the otherwise 
open floor space into a sheltered inclosure. 
A skip protected with a railing was provided 
for hoisting the guests from the ground sur- 
face, 150 ft. below.

Zimsen, has been elected Mayor of that city 
for a term of six years. Reykjavik is the 
capital of Iceland and has a population of 
about 3000. -Mr. Zimsen is a graduate-of-the 
Polytechnical University of Copenhagen, Den- 
mark. 


New Orleans to Install Garbage 
Incinerator Plant 


The New Orleans municipal authorities 
have decided to construct a garbage inciner- 
ator plant and are now studying the results 
obtained from high-temperature destructors in 
other cities. They are also considering the 
advisability of constructing a-municipal light- 
ing plant in connection with the incinerator. 
At present garbage is disposed of by dumping 
outside the city. 

E. E. Lafaye, commissioner of public prop- 
erty, is in charge of securing the improve- 
ment. 


Engineering Course for Syrians 


When the fall term opens at the Syrian 
Protestant College at Beirut, Syria, a course 
in agricultural engineering will be offered for 
the first time. The studies, which are to cover 
a three-year period, combine those given in 
American agricultural and engineering schools, 
but design is touched on only lightly. Two 
summer sessions, devoted mainly to mapping 
and plane surveying, are included. The col- 
lege authorities are anxious that manufac- 
turers place the new department on their 
mailing lists, believing in the educational value 
of trade catalogues.. 
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Orange Growers Drop Suit Against 
Cement Company 


In the Engineering Record of June 6, page 
640, appeared a description of a dust-collecting 
plant at the mills of the California Portland 
Cement Company at Colton, Cal. Installation 
of ‘the system was the outcome of lawsuits 
brought against the company by orange grow- 
ers, who contended that their fruit was being 
spoiled by the dust from the mills. _. 

The following news note from a San Bernar- 
dino paper, dated Aug. 22, seems proof of the 
successful operation of the system: “Twelve 
suits containing demands aggregating $500,- 
000 against the California Portland Cement 
Company at Colton were dismissed in the 
Superior Court here and the ancient litigation 
against that corporation by Colton orange 
growers is officially at an end.” 


Indiana’s Road Expenditures 


Indiana, a State highway commission for 
which is now perfecting organization, already 
does a large amount of road-construction work 
through its counties. A summary from a re- 
port of the State statistician shows that on 
Jan. 1 there were 26,364 mi. of gravel roads in 
the State and 36,461 mi. of unimproved roads. 
The township gravel-road. bonds outstanding 
at the first of the year amounted to $30,950,- 
588. Nearly $13,000,000 was expended dur- 
ing the year 1912 for road maintenance and 
construction. 


New York State Engineer Reports 
on Barge Canal 


At the close of the fiscal yéar ended Sept. 
30, 19138, according to the annual report, just 
issued, of the New York State engineer and 
surveyor, work amounting to. $78,076,969 on 
the Erie, Oswego and Champlain canals and 
$3,780,328 on the Cayuga and Seneca canal 
had been placed under contract, and work had 
been completed amounting to $60,983,052 and 
$1,815,310 respectively. The total length of 
the work authorized approximates 500 mi., and 
on the date mentioned about 250 mi. had been 
eompleted to Barge Canal dimensions. Most 
of the principal structures, such as dams and 


locks, will have been completed by the end of . 


this year. A considerable part of the im- 
proved canal is already in use for purposes of 
navigation. In March, 1913, unprecedented 
floods were encountered, yet little damage was 
done to any Barge Canal work. 

The Eastern Division embraces the Erie 
Canal from Utica east and all of the Cham- 
plain Canal, the total mileage being about 
190 mi. On Sept. 30, 1913, this work was 70 
per cent completed, and 123 mi. of prism were 
finished. Most of the structures are com- 


‘pleted, questions of law holding up a few. 


The Middle Division embraces 107.4 mi. of 
the main canal, and also the Oswego branch, 
the Cayuga and Seneca branch and the terri- 


‘tory covered by the Delta and Hinckley reser- 


voirs. The work was reported by the division 
aes 66.6 per cent completed Sept. 30, 

The division engineer of the Western Divi- 
sion, embracing the remainder of the main 
canal, estimated that 87.7 per cent of the work 
had been completed on Sept. 30, 1913. 


Panama Canal Already Affects 
Freight Rates 


The competition of the Panama Canal has 
already made itself felt in the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict, where shippers of finished iron and 
steel to the Pacifie Coast are finding it cheaper 
to send their products via New York and the 
canal, instead of over the direct transcontin- 
ental routes that have heretofore had most of 
the business. As a consequence these latter 
lines propose decided rate reductions in these 
commodities.

Senate May Quash Amendment 6 
Adamson Bill 


Although the Adamson bill passed the House 
with the amendment of the Pinchot supporters, 
requiring all water power companies obtain 
ing rights to build dams to pay a tax, Chair- 
man Adamson of the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee is firmly of the opinion 
that the Senate will not accept the amend 
ment. The wording of the amendment, as of- 
fered by Representative Sherley of Kentucky 
and incorporated in the bill as it passed the 
House and went to the Senate, is as follows: — 

“The Secretary of War may provide, as 
condition of such approval, for the payment to 
the United States of reasonable charges for 
the benefits that accrue to the grantee by the 
authority given under this act, and at the end 
of twenty years and every ten years thereafter 
the Secretary of War may readjust the an- 
nual charges as may then be just and reason- 
able.” ; 

The House adopted this amendment after 
one of the warmest fights seen this session, de- 
clining to follow the lead of the chairman of 
the committee which reported the bill. Chair-

New Construction Activities 

Domination of Highway and Paving Operations 

Persists—Hydraulic and Structural Fields __ 
Also Exhibit Gains 


Conservatism is still apparent in the opera-= 
tions of many, manufacturers and handlers of 
building supplies, but it is generally appre- 
ciated that the hopeful and intelligent expres- 
sions so widely circulated by all factors of the 
press are gaining their end. The city ad- 
ministration of Denver, Colo., has held to its 
construction plans in a manner calculated to 
inspire other municipalities to keep to their 
schedules. : 

As was not unexpected, the various State 
highway departments furnished the outstand- 
ing items of the week’s activities. California, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Connecticut report 
large lettings or put forward requests for bids 
on new work. The progressive work of the cities 
and counties of Florida has also been added 
to. In the hydraulic field impressive items 
are to be noted in the letting of two dock and 
bulkhead-construction contracts totaling close 
onto $1,000,000. 


Highways and Paving 


Bids were opened by the State highway de- 
partments in California, Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania for work to cost altogether $1,350,000. 
California is prepared to award contracts for 
half this sum, and the other States will divide 
the remainder. Connecticut has let $72,000 
worth of work and has asked proposals for a — 
similar amount. Contracts for about $115,000 
worth of paving have been let at Miami, Fla., — 
and New York City has opened bids for gran- 
ite-block pavement to cost $176,000. Large 
projects are reported from Tampa, Fla., 
where bids are wanted for $500,000 worth of 
road bonds; Winona County, Minnesota, 
where plans for 86 mi. of road, to cost $435,- 
000, have been approved; and Seattle, which is 
considering an important street improvement. | 
It is reported that a $320,000 concrete-road 
system is projected for Washington Town- 
ship, Indiana. 


Water and Sewers 


Authorization of $300,000 worth of water- 
supply bonds has been voted at Corpus Christi, 
Tex. A $180,000 sewer contract has been let 
at Philadelphia. Sacramento, Cal. has appro- 
priated $200,000 for lateral sewers. Plans are 
maturing for a large combined-sewer improve- 
ment at Spokane, Wash. Bids have been 
opened at Fall River, Mass., for constructing

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Cement Company Receiver Brings 
Suit 

The receiver: of the Seaboard Cement Com- 
pany has begun suit in the Supreme Court 
against one of the directors of the company 
for $1,000,000, which sum is said to have been 
lost through neglect. The company was or- 
ganized in May, 1907, with an authorized 
capital of $5,000,000. In March, 1910, the 
president, who owned more than $75,000 of a 
$2,000,000 issue of 6 per cent mortgage bonds, 
applied for a receiver. The company joined 
in the application and in April, 1911, the re- 
ceiver was named. 

It is alleged that the company’s funds have 
been wasted, that the stock has been made 
worthless, that the value of the mortgage on 
the property has been reduced greatly and 
that the company owes $2,000,000 above its 
assets. Officers are accused of “investing the 
funds of the corporation as they pleased and 
illegally and for their own individual profit 
and in securities and property in which they 
should not have been invested.”” The director 
in question is charged with having permitted 
certain officers to loan large sums to persons 
and corporations known to them as being ir- 
responsible and upon security known to be 
unsafe. 

The charge is made that the defendant per- 
mitted the creation of other companies for 
the financing of the Seaboard company, the 
selling of its securities and the transferring 
of its money and property rights without 
consideration. These subsidiaries, the com- 
plaint says, are the Eastern Security & 
Finance Company, the Eastern Portland Ce- 
ment Company (now known as the Atlantic 
Concrete Material Company), the Cuban- 
American, Cement Company (now known as 
the Atlantic Cement & Clinker Company), the 
Cement Engineering & Construction Com- 
pany, the Eastern Cement & Concrete Com- 
pany, the Havana Portland Cement Company 
and the General Finance Company. 


Changes in Westinghouse 
Administration 


At a meeting of the board of directors of 
the Westinghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company in New York City Aug. 26 Henry 
D. Shute was elected treasurer to succeed 
T. W. Siemon, who recently resigned to accept 
the position of secretary-treasurer of the 
Union Switch & Signal Company, of Swiss- 
vale, Pa. Truman P. Gaylord, district man- 
ager of the company at Chicago, was elected 
acting vice-president to succeed Mr. Shute. 

The new treasurer was born and educated 
in Massachusetts, being graduated in elec- 
trical engineering from Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology in 1892. The following 
year he entered the works of the Westing- 
house Electric Company at Pittsburgh as an 
apprentice in the testing department, going 
to the engineering department in 1897 and to 
the commercial department in 1898. In 1901 
he was appointed head of the alternating: 
current division and two years later became 
assistant to the vice-president. Mr. Shute 
became acting vice-president in 1910. 

Mr. Gaylord was engineer of underground 
construction during the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago in 1892 and 1898. At the close of the 
fair he became assistant professor of elec- 
trical engineering in the Armour Institute of 
Technology at Chicago. In 1899 he entered 
the Westinghouse employ as a salesman, fol- 
lowing this work until 1902, when he was 
appointed district manager in Chicago. 


Stone-Cutting Machine 


A stone-cutting machine for the manufac- 
ture of granite cubes for pavements is now 
being put on the market by the Wern Stone 
Paving Company, Inc., of 55 Liberty Street, 
New York City. The machine, which is 
shown in the accompanying photograph, is a 
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Swedish invention and has been used abroad 
successfully for a number of years. Recently 
the Wern Stone Paving Company acquired the 
rights to manufacture, sell and lease this ma- 
chine in the United States and its possessions. 
The manufacture of small blocks for paving 
purposes (Durax pavements) enables the 
quarries to utilize small and irregular pieces 
that otherwise would have to be wasted or 
crushed. 

The knife edge on the bottom block and the 
plunger are the main parts of the machine. 


VIEW OF STONE CUTTING MACHINE 


The plunger, which weighs about 400 lb. and 
drops by gravity, is lifted by a friction pulley, 
its stroke is regulated by a hand lever and its 
operation—raising or falling—is controlled 
by a foot lever. When the plunger is in its 
lowest position there is a 2-in. clearance be- 
tween knife edges, so as to prevent accidents. 
The power requirement for operating the ma- 
chine is 2 hp, and any source of power can be 
used. The stone is carried to the machine 
either by trucks or by a belt conveyor. If 
several machines are placed side by side the 
latter method is the more convenient. In 
Sweden there are quarries in which up to 
eighty-two machines are placed in the same 
row. One machine, handled by an experienced 
operator, is able to manufacture cubes for 
22 to 24 sq. yd. of paving surface per day of 
10 hr. As labor is much cheaper abroad than 
here, and it has been found that the machine 
there is more economical than hand labor, it 
zane that its service will be more economical 
ere. 


Large Diesel Engine 


Two 1250-hp (sea level) Diesel engines 
have been built for Phelps-Dodge & Company 
for the central power plant of the Burro 
Mountain Copper Company, Tyrone, N. M. 
The plant is situated at an elevation of 6700 
ft., at which height the normal power devel- 
oped will be 1000 hp. Each engine is direct 
connected to an 815-kva General Electric, 60- 
cycle, three-phase alternator. One engine is 
now ready for operation, and the other is 
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practically erected in the power plant. They 
are of the Carels-type two-cycle engines, with 
five power cylinders. At one end is the 
scavenging air cylinder, driven directly from 
the main crank shaft. The engines were 
built by Usines Carels Freres, of Ghent, Bel-— 
gium. As already noted in these columns, this 
firm has concluded exclusive arrangements 
with the Nordberg Manufacturing Company, 
of Milwaukee, Wis., to build the Carels type — 
of Diesel engines in this country. id
